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Continuation of 3. NOTE: By inserting the limitations of claim 7 into claim 1 and claim 28. Applicant would be forcing the Examiner to 
change the temis of rejection of most all of the claims. In particular, the Examiner would be required to change the rejection from one 
made under 35 U.S.C. 102 to one made under 35 U.S.C. 103 insofar as claim 7 had been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103. As an aside, the 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant's assertion that claim 1 , as written, requires the silicone matrix as a whole to have a viscosity of from 1 
cs to 1000 cs. First of all, the silicone matrix can contain additional silicone components in addition to the polymers/oligomers bearing 
alkenyl groups and hydride groups in view of Applicant's employment of the transitional phrase "comprising". Next, Applicant's alleged 
transfer of the limitations of claim 1 1 into claim 1 are not consistent with Applicant's intended meaning and possibly represents new matter 
if taken in this context. Claim 1 1 refers explicitly to the components that engage in crosslinking. Again, the silicone matrix may contain 
other materials and. hence, may have a higher, or lower, viscosity than that realized from the contributions of the crosslinkable materials 
alone.
